7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Anderson (US 
4,726,122). 

Anderson discloses in Figures 1-8, an alignment system comprising: an adjustable 
trammel (Fig. 1, measuring bar 1), a tooling and its attachment to wheels (Fig, 1, target 1 1), laser 
light projected onto the tooling (Fig. 1, light radiation source 2), roller plates (column 3, lines 39- 
40), a drive axle unit/alignment unit (Fig. 1, deflection unit 4) and jig to calibrate the tooling 
(Fig. 1, levels 25 and 26).
